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HIGHLIGHTS OF 1990-91 


>» OnJune 4th, 1991, Statistics Canada carried out the 1991 Census of 
Population. The nation's largest peace-time operation, the census collects 
vital information on a wide range of topics such as marital status, 
education, religion, housing, occupation, immigration and income. Results 
of the 1991 Census--which covered more than 10 million households and 26 
million people--will set the information stage for the 1990s. During the 
1990-91 fiscal year, preparations for the Census were a key concern and 
included many improvements to census operations and to the census 
questionnaire. 


>» Post-censal surveys require that the census locate dispersed target 
populations for in-depth, follow-up surveys. The 1991 Census of 
Population set the stage for two important post-censal surveys, one 
of aboriginal peoples and another of disabled persons. The survey 
of aboriginal peoples is the first such survey ever attempted. 


>» Statistics Canada's commitment to offering timely data is ongoing. 
Its most recent success has been to shorten the time required to produce 
measurements of provincial Gross Domestic Product. That period is now 
down to one year, from a previous three. 


> In 1990-91, anew measure of the productivity of Canadian industries was 
developed called "multifactor productivity." Essentially, it incorporates 
capital--such as computers, buildings and machinery--to the measure of 
labour productivity, which is the ratio of output to the time it takes labour 
to produce that output. The new measure offers a valuable, more 
comprehensive perspective on the productivity of Canadian industries. 


> The new Net Price Index was completed. The index can be used to monitor 
the evolution over time of indirect taxes as a proportion of consumer prices. 
It will be especially useful for analyzing the impact of tax changes such as 
the recently implemented 7% Goods and Services Tax (GST). 


» For the first time since 1974, the Retail Commodity Survey was taken. It 
measures the volume of sales by product, rather than by kind of business. 
The survey of 1989 sales of some 9,000 retailers provided benchmark data 
on the types of goods and services Canadians buy. Such information is 
invaluable to retailers and is also used by Statistics Canada to deflate 
major components of the Gross Domestic Product. 


> To better understand the dynamics of income, Statistics Canada--in co- 
operation with the Economic Council of Canada--completed a pilot study to 
track the movement of individuals in and out of low-income brackets. Data 
from the study will help answer why people get caught in the "poverty 
trap" and will help identify some of their characteristics. 


>» One of the nation's largest publishing houses, Statistics Canada has long 
been committed to balancing publication costs and revenues. In 1990-91, 
the Agency achieved this balance for the first time: publication costs and 
revenues each totalled $7.4 million. 
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> The Agency's innovative marketing of its information products was 
recognized in 1990 with an American Marketing Association award for 
Canada: A Portrait. Asa result of Statistics Canada's initiatives, more 
than 15,000 copies were sold prior to publication. 


> Demand for Statistics Canada's leading demographics publication has 
prompted the Agency to publish more frequent issues. The Demographic 
Situation in Canada will now be published every year instead of every two 
years. In 1990-91, preparations for annual release were well under way. 


>» With funding from the United Nations, Statistics Canada presented a 
successful course on census mapping to a group of participants from 18 
African countries. The seminar is part of Statistics Canada's commitment 
to sharing its expertise globally. 


> CD-ROM (compact disk, read-only memory) technology has allowed 
Statistics Canada to make available enormous amounts of data to users of 
personal computers. In 1990-91, two new CD-ROM products were released: 
the 1986 Census disk and the 1991 CANSIM disk. Both products allow 
access to a large body of data. The Census disk, for example, contains 
statistical overviews of the data collected through the 1986 Census for 
thousands of specified geographical areas. The CANSIM disk contains 
170,000 of the most used time series of the CANSIM electronic data bank-- 
the authoritative source for Canadian socio- economic information. 


>» Statistics Canada won the recognition of the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development for its Survey of Manufacturing 
Technology, which measures the use of technology in manufacturing 
processes. The OECD advised member countries to adopt the survey as 
a Standard. 


> Three major health surveys were conducted: the Ontario Health Survey, 
funded by the Ontario Ministry of Health; the Survey of Mental Health, 
funded by the Ontario Mental Health Foundation; and the Health 
Promotion Survey, funded by Health and Welfare Canada. Together, the 
surveys covered a wide range of health issues. The information collected 
will be used to promote, develop and target health programs. 
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MILESTONES IN THE COLLECTION OF 
STATISTICS IN CANADA 


1. Canada, the history of collecting statistical information dates back to 
the seventeenth century. 


In 1666, Jean Talon, the Great Intendant of the colony of New France, 
took the first population count in what is now the province of Quebec. Talon 
required the count as part of efforts to re-organize and strengthen the fledgling 
colony. 


In 1867, the British North America Act made the federal government 
responsible for the census and the collection of statistics. Various federal 
departments shared the work of collecting this information. 


In 1918, Parliament passed the Statistics Act, establishing a central 
statistical body--the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (DBS). Its mandate was to 
collect, analyze and publish statistical information on all aspects of Canada's 
economy and society--a mandate that has remained basically unchanged. 
Subsequently, the statistical activities of many other government departments 
were transferred to the DBS. 


In 1971, the Statistics Act was revised: some aspects of the 1918 Act were 
updated and the Dominion Bureau of Statistics was renamed Statistics 
Canada. 


Today, Statistics Canada is one of the largest and most respected national 
statistical bodies in the world. 


The following is a chronology of the key historic events that have 
contributed to the Agency's development: 


1867 The BNA Act requires that a census be taken every 10 years to 
determine representation in the new Parliament. 


1905 The Census Office is made a permanent bureau of government under the 
auspices of the Department of Trade and Commerce. 


1912 Responsibility for conducting the Census is transferred to the 
Department of Agriculture. 


1914 The first publication of the Consumer Price Index is introduced. 


1918 The Dominion Bureau of Statistics is established under the Statistics 
Act. 


1945 The first labour force survey--which collected data on the employment 
characteristics of Canadians--is undertaken.

The first publication of the National Accounts is produced. 


The Federal-Provincial Conference on Economic Statistics is formed to 
promote discussion by federal and provincial statisticians on issues of 
mutual interest relating to the collection, presentation, and analysis of 
economic statistics. The conference disbanded in 1973 to be replaced by 
the Federal-Provincial Consultative Council on Statistical Policy. 


The first national mid-decade census is conducted. From this date 
censuses occurred every five years; previously, they had occurred every 
10 years since 1871. 


A new Statistics Act changes the name of the Bureau to Statistics 
Canada and makes it a statutory requirement that a census of 
population be taken every five years. 


The Federal-Provincial Consultative Council on Statistical Policy is 
formed to promote detailed discussion between federal, provincial and 
territorial officials on a variety of statistical programs. 


The National Statistics Council, comprising a wide range of data users, 
is formed to advise the Chief Statistician on the evolution of the 
Agency's programs. 
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KEY LEGISLATION TODAY 


C anada's Constitution assigns responsibility for statistics to the federal 
government. While Statistics Canada is federally funded, it serves the 
statistical needs of the whole country and all levels of government. 


Several pieces of legislation--especially the Statistics Act--play a defining 
role in shaping the Agency's legal mandate, and these are outlined briefly 
below: 


> The Agency's formal mandate derives primarily from the Statistics Act. 


>» The Act requires the Agency--under the direction of the minister 
responsible for Statistics Canada--to collect, analyze and publish statistical 
information. 


» This information describes the economic, social and general conditions of 
the country and its citizens. 


>» The Act guarantees the confidentiality of individual respondent 
information. 


>» Other federal legislation also requires Statistics Canada to produce data 
for a wide variety of purposes, such as the determination of electoral 
boundaries and the indexation of personal income tax brackets. 


>» Among the federal acts that give Statistics Canada responsibility for the 
collection or provision of specific information are: 


- the Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act 

- the Official Languages Act 

- the Electoral Boundaries Readjustment Act 

— the Federal-Provincial Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary 
Education and Health Contributions Act 

- the Unemployment Insurance Act 

- the Western Grain Stabilization Act 

- the Income Tax Act 
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INTRODUCING THE STATISTICS CANADA 
OF TODAY 


As the country's national statistical agency, Statistics Canada plays an 
integral role in the functioning of Canadian society. 


People in all walks of life rely on the Agency's information. Governments 
use it to develop and evaluate policies and programs; businesses use it to 
research markets, plan expansions and prepare for changes in the economy and 
the labour market; labour groups use it to negotiate contracts; academics study 
it to analyze trends and conduct in-depth research; and most noticeably, the 
media rely on it to report the news. 


In fact, Statistics Canada is required by law to collect, analyze and publish 
information on the general activities and conditions of the population. Asa 
result of this work, it produces a unique portrait of Canada and Canadians-- 
one which guides society in more decisive and effective decision-making. 


Indeed, Statistics Canada's information on the key issues of the day--from 
unemployment and changing business conditions to the "greying" of the 
population and other social developments--benefits everyone. 


In 1990-91, Statistics Canada--in partnership with Canadians--made 
important advances in providing timely, useful information on the economic, 
social and cultural life of the nation. 


During this year, ground-breaking surveys were conducted, 
administrative efficiencies were achieved, survey improvements were made, 
and new information requirements were identified. The Agency also 
continued to build on its reputation as a world leader in innovative statistical 
research. 


In addition, Statistics Canada carried on conducting a variety of periodic 
surveys and providing a wide range of information products. These surveys 
and products illuminate many different aspects of Canadian society--income, 
housing, education, transportation, population, social and cultural life and 
more. 


How Statistics Canada is structured 


To co-ordinate its diverse activities, the Agency is divided into six 
organizational units, called fields. Each field is headed by an Assistant Chief 
Statistician who reports directly to the Chief Statistician of Canada. 


Of Statistics Canada's six fields, three are major producers of information. 
These are: the National Accounts and Analytical Studies Field, the Business 
and Trade Statistics Field, and the Social, Institutions and Labour Statistics 
field. These three information-producing fields are in turn supported by the 
Informatics and Methodology Field, the Communications and Operations 
Field, and the Management Services Field. 
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The National Accounts and Analytical Studies Field is responsible for the 
System of National Accounts--a selection of statistics and analyses for 
studying the state and behaviour of the Canadian economy. This field also 
analyzes and studies economic and social trends and oversees the Agency's 
environmental statistical program. 


The Business and Trade Statistics Field produces vital information for 
government and business on changes in Canada's economy and international 
competitiveness. This field produces a wide range of monthly, quarterly and 
annual statistics topics such as exports and imports, corporate finance, the 
production of all major industries and prices. Much of the data collected by 
this field are used in the System of National Accounts. 


The Social, Institutions and Labour Statistics Field conducts a wide range 
of statistical programs describing the activities and characteristics of 
Canadians. These programs include studies on health, education and justice 
issues; and studies on the impact of social and economic change on individuals 
and households. This field is also responsible for conducting the Census of 
Population, household and labour surveys, and population estimates and 
projections. 


The Informatics and Methodology Field plays two important roles: it 
maintains the Agency's computer systems and ensures that the statistical 
methodology used in all surveys is sound, consistent and efficient. This field 
also co-ordinates the geography and international technical assistance 
programs. As well, its administrative data program uses information from 
existing data bases--such as income tax returns and unemployment insurance 
records--to conduct studies on a range of subjects. 


The Communications and Operations Field co-ordinates publishing, 
marketing and electronic data dissemination activities. As well, it is 
responsible for communications with the media, survey respondents, data 
users and the international community. The field also collects and processes 
information from millions of Canadians at headquarters and through the 
Agency's network of regional offices. 


The Management Services Field organizes and co-ordinates internal 
management services. This includes developing and implementing all 
management policies and systems, and assessing their effectiveness. It is 
responsible for internal audits, management support, corporate planning, 
program evaluation, financial administration, personnel management, 
security co-ordination and the privacy and confidentiality aspects of 
information production. 


Providing a range of products and services 


Over the years there have been many exciting changes in Statistics 
Canada's product line. The Agency has developed a wide range of information 
products and services to serve its various publics. This product line includes 
an extensive range of print publications, computer tapes and diskettes, map 
products and information stored on compact disk. In addition, clients can 
request special, customized products. 
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Two key publications offering an "entry" to Statistics Canada information 
holdings are The Daily and Infomat. The Daily, published each working day, 
announces the official release of all the Agency's information. Infomat, 
published weekly, profiles the most important releases. 


Statistics Canada's ambitious publishing program produces quarterly, 
semi-annual and annual publications covering a wide range of information. 
In 1989-90, the Agency posted sales of more than 1 million publications. 


In addition to its publishing program, Statistics Canada maintains the 
CANSIM public electronic data bank, which contains more than 500,000 time 
series and selected U.S. and international statistics. In 1990-91, some 1.3 
million external retrievals of CANSIM data were made by clients with 
electronic links to the system. 


Statistics Canada information is also available to the public through 
a network of depository libraries and from territorial and provincial 
governments acting in partnership with the Agency. As well, Statistics 
Canada's Regional Reference Centres--located across the country--field some 
400,000 telephone inquiries annually through a toll-free telephone system.

Dedicated to providing objective and reliable information 


The Agency is dedicated to producing information that is both objective 
and reliable. Indeed, Statistics Canada is a world leader in producing quality 
statistics. 


The production of objective information is reinforced in several ways: 
the Agency has a strong tradition of maintaining a scientific approach in 
undertaking its work. No "privileged" products are produced--everyone has 
access to all Statistics Canada products and information releases. Further, 
release dates of Agency information and products are announced in advance, 
giving all interested parties an equal opportunity to obtain them at the earliest 
possible time. 
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Protecting the confidentiality of individual respondents 


Statistics Canada recognizes the vital importance of respondent 
confidentiality and works diligently to protect the confidentiality of all 
individual respondents. To do this, it has comprehensive legal and 
technological safeguards in place and the commitment of all its employees 
in maintaining the highest standards of security. 

* 

The Agency derives its mandate mainly from the Statistics Act. This Act 
normally requires response to a survey and guarantees without exception the 
confidentiality of individual respondents. Statistics Canada does not accept 
any request for information contravening the confidentiality provisions of the 
Act. No other government organization or department, not even the highest 
court in the country, can access identifiable responses. 


Reducing the burden of surveys 


Another essential priority is to take every possible measure to minimize 
the burden of surveys on respondents. 


In recent years, the record has been one of steady improvement--especially 
in decreasing the reporting burden on businesses, which co-operate in so many 
different surveys. 


In 1990-91, exporters were exempted from filing some 2.5 million 
documents annually. In addition, an overall reduction of 5% was achieved in 
the amount of time businesses spend responding to surveys. Since 1978, the 
response burden on businesses has been reduced gradually by more than 60%-- 
and the Agency continues to look for ways to reduce it even more.

Reductions in survey burden have also been achieved over the years by 
streamlining existing surveys, making maximum use of existing records and 
using scaled-down questionnaires for smaller businesses with less complex 
information reports. 
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FUTURE PRIORITIES: FOCUSING ON THE 1990s 


Te major priorities will shape Statistics Canada's activities in the 
1990s. First, it will continue to meet existing information needs while 
identifying emerging requirements. Second, it will continue efforts to increase 
the efficient use of its resources. Third, it will work to ensure its product line is 
responsive to the needs of Canadians. 


In responding to these priorities, the Agency will continue to work closely 
with and seek the counsel of advisory groups and major data users including 
the provinces, other federal departments, business, and the media. And as 
much as possible, Statistics Canada will seek public input on its information 
products. 


One of the Statistics Canada's goals is to enhance and improve the 
relatively small range of environmental statistics currently available. 
The Agency is responding to public concern about the environment with the 
development of a comprehensive environmental data base, which will include 
information on soil erosion, waste disposal, recycling, forest degradation and 
much more. As the data base grows, it will serve as a useful tool for Canadians 
to develop effective environmental policies and programs. 


Another focus is the service sector--the fastest-growing part of the 
economy. The service sector encompasses a variety of activities including 
communications, transportation and computing in addition to health 
insurance and banking services. Its rapid growth has resulted in the 
appearance of many relatively new services for which little information is 
available. Major efforts are required to more completely cover this dynamic 
sector. 


The development of much-needed, new health and education statistics is 
also underway. The Agency will continue working with private and public 
health groups to develop new measures needed to help assess the impact of 
billions of dollars of health care expenditures. For education, new information 
is needed to help plan programs which will give Canadians the skills needed to 
adapt to changes in the labour market and improve the competitiveness of 
Canadian industry. 


In addition, work will continue to provide information on old age security 
and pension plans, immigration, unemployment insurance, international 
trade, the impact of high technology, and much more. 


However, Statistics Canada's work in filling information gaps is tempered 
by an environment of fiscal restraint and the Agency faces the challenge of 
doing more with less. To that end, the Agency will continue to work at 
streamlining, re-engineering and integrating its operations to achieve greater 
efficiency. 


Finally, the Agency will continue its work in improving products and 
ensuring that they meet the needs of the those who use them. 
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MAJOR ACHIEVEMENTS 


Tre following summarizes the accomplishments of the Agency's six 
fields during the 1990-91 fiscal year. 


NATIONAL ACCOUNTS AND ANALYTICAL STUDIES 


L. light of increased public concern over Canada's environment, Statistics 
Canada has been developing a comprehensive environmental data base. Work 
also continued on reviewing the conceptual framework for low-income cut-offs, 
which identify the relatively poorest segment of the population by income. 
Other key developments in 1990-91 include the reduction in the time it takes 
to produce measurements of provincial Gross Domestic Product, the 
improvement of the measure of labour productivity, and the completion of the 
new Net-Price Index. 


Environmental information a priority 


Currently, the range and volume of environmental statistics is relatively 
small. During the 1990s Statistics Canada will continue to developa 
comprehensive environmental data base that can be used to help protect and 
enhance the environment. Specifically, environmental statistics are needed on 
a number of topics including pollution, recycling, soil erosion and the depletion 
of resources. 


Helping the environment Members of Statistics Canada's task force on paper usage pose witha 
pyramid of special waste cans used for collecting recyclable paper waste. The task force looks for 
ways the Agency can reduce paper consumption and reuse and recycle paper. 
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In 1990-91, the Agency accelerated its efforts to build up the data base, 
conducting four surveys on the following topics: municipal waste management, 
the practices of waste management firms, business expenditures on pollution 
reduction, and household recycling. 


New Net Price Index completed 


For some time, Statistics Canada has sought a method for determining how 
much of every dollar spent goes towards municipal, provincial and federal 
taxes and government subsidies to the private sector. 


In 1990-91, the Agency accomplished this goal with the construction of the 
Net Price Index, which is based on a wide range of tax types and a selection of 
major commodity groupings. Using the index, the tax burden on buyers from 
indirect taxes-- such as sales and property taxes--and subsidies can be 
analyzed. 


The index will be especially useful for monitoring the evolution of tax 
burden over time. In 1991-92, the index will be used to analyze the impact 
of the new 7% Goods and Services Tax. 


The Net Price index was constructed by the National Accounts and 
Analytical Studies Field with support from the Business and Trade Statistics 
Field. 


Low-income cutoffs being reviewed 


Low-income cut-offs are designed to identify the relatively poorest segment 
of the population according to income. It is recognized that the current concept 
has certain limitations and is difficult for many people to understand. In 1990- 
91, the National Accounts and Analytic Services field and the Social, 
Institutions and Labour Statistics field continued to review the current 
methodology and to examine possible alternatives. 


A discussion paper was circulated to data users and their comments and 
suggestions were studied. As well, the advice of the National Statistics 
Council was sought. A decision on whether to revise low-income cut-offs is 
scheduled for 1991-92. 


More timely and comprehensive provincial GDP reports 


Statistics Canada places a top priority on the timely release of economic 
information. In 1990-91, Statistics Canada reduced the time it takes to release 
measurements of provincial Gross Domestic Product measurements to less 
than one year, down from about three years. The Agency also enhanced the 
scope of the measurements by including mining sector data as part of the 
calculations. 


Enhanced productivity measure issued 
Statistics Canada regularly measures labour productivity--the ratio of 
output to the time it takes labour to produce that output. In 1990-91, a new 


measure was developed by incorporating capital--such as computers, buildings, 
and machinery--in the calculations. This resulting new measure is called 
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"multifactor productivity" and it offers a valuable, more comprehensive 
perspective on the productivity of Canadian industries. 


Two indices of multifactor productivity have been developed, an "industry" 
and an "interindustry" measure. The "industry" measure encompasses the 
productivity gains of a particular industry. The "interindustry" measure 
encompasses the productivity gains of a particular industry as well as the 
productivity gains made by its direct and indirect suppliers of intermediate 
inputs. Giving a more comprehensive explanation of increases and decreases 
in the output of production, measures of multifactor productivity will be 
especially valuable to economists and policy makers. 


System of National Accounts rebased 


Another significant advance was made in providing new reference or base 
years for the System of National Accounts--a selection of statistics and 
analyses used for studying the economy. Previously, the National Accounts 
estimates--such as the Consumer Price Index and the Gross Domestic Product-- 
were expressed in 1981 prices; now they will be expressed in 1986 prices. 


Study on corporate concentration completed 


An innovative study of the evolution of 500 top Canadian enterprises was 
completed in 1990-91. The study spans the last two decades, looking at the 
extent of corporate concentration in terms of an enterprise's share of assets, 
revenues, and profits. The study also examined diversification strategies and 
the factors that make Canadian firms globally competitive. 


BUSINESS AND TRADE STATISTICS 


lf 1990-91, a number of initiatives were undertaken by the Business and 
Trade Statistics Field. Recent advances in micro-computing made it possible 
to carry out the Retail Commodity Survey once again. Access to vast amounts 
of international trade data was improved with the introduction of a new 
microcomputer system. As well, the development of service sector statistics 
continued. 


New survey accepted as international standard 


Statistics Canada's Survey of Manufacturing Technology has proven 
extremely useful in measuring the use of technology by Canadian 
manufacturers in their production processes. 


In 1990-91, the Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development 
advised member countries to adopt the survey as a standard. Adoption of the 
survey will further help the Canadian government and business make 
international comparisons of Canada's competitiveness. 
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Retail Commodity Survey a success 


The Retail Commodity Survey measures the volume of sales, by product, 
of all retailers. The last such survey was taken in 1974. One was planned 
for 1981, but was cancelled due to cost considerations. 


A survey of 1989 sales was conducted in 1990-91, covering some 9,000 
businesses representing the full range of retail operations in Canada. 
Merchandise, repairs, rentals, and other services rendered by retailers were 
covered as well as several new product categories added to the 1989 survey. 
These include deli foods, mineral water, microwave ovens, computers and 
compact disks. The survey results were published early in the 1991-92 fiscal 
year. 


Data from the survey allow changes in buying habits to be analyzed and 
are useful to businesses for marketing purposes. 


Micro-computing advances improve access to trade data 


In 1990-91, access to Canadian import and export data was vastly 
improved with the introduction of the Trade Information and Enquiry 
Retrieval System. This new software package for use with microcomputers 
is user-friendly, relatively inexpensive and stores an enormous range of 
trade information. 


Indeed, the system allows the manipulation of data on more than 16,000 of 
Canada's import commodities and 6,000 of its export commodities for about 200 
of the nation's trading partners. 


In the past, the cost of retrieving information through the Agency's 
mainframe computer was prohibitive for many clients. Now the system is 
providing both employees and clients with better access to Canadian trade 
statistics--and at a lower cost. 


Coverage of service industry increases 


In 1990-91, Statistics Canada continued its development of service sector 
statistics. Roughly speaking, service jobs are anything other than jobs in 
manufacturing or in primary industries. They include jobs in support of 
manufacturing, such as jobs in communications, transportation, and financing, 
as well as jobs in day care, fast-food and health services. 


The fastest growing sector of the economy, the service sector has 
mushroomed over the last 15 years with many new types of businesses now in 
existence. This rapid growth has created an information gap the Agency plans 
to fill. Part of the work underway includes consultations with international 
organizations to develop classifications of what the service sector produces, 
which will allow for accurate international comparisons. 


Canada-U.S. industry classification standards published 


Recently, Canada and the U.S. agreed on an official key for comparing 
Canadian and American industry classifications. Due to the Free Trade 
Agreement between the two countries, many comparisons of industry statistics 
need to be made; the standard conversion allows them to be carried out with 
accuracy and consistency. 
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SOCIAL, INSTITUTIONS AND LABOUR STATISTICS 


L. 1990-91, the Agency made progress in several areas: final 
preparations were made for the 1991 Census, development of two post-censal 
surveys proceeded rapidly, several existing surveys were improved, and 
development of important new health, education and justice statistics 
continued.

Preparation for the 1991 Census virtually completed 


The cornerstone of the social statistics program, the Census of Population 
occurs every five years. In 1991, this undertaking covered more than 26 
million people and some 10 million households. On June 4th, 1991, all 
households in Canada were asked to complete the 1991 Census questionnaire, 
which asked questions on age, sex, marital status and a host of other topics 
necessary for producing a detailed demographic and socio-economic portrait 
of the country. 


Careful preparation for the census is critical and was a major task in 
1990-91. In particular, efforts were made to improve the completeness of 
enumeration. In 1986, the number of people not counted was larger than 
expected and to boost coverage for the 1991 Census several initiatives were 
undertaken. First, the questionnaire was redesigned, making it easier to 
understand and to complete. Second, procedures for getting the questionnaires 
out to everyone were refined. Third, the training of Census representatives 
was updated. Fourth, procedures were developed to reach populations that are 
difficult to enumerate, such as the homeless. Fifth, additional efforts were 
made to seek the co- operation of the native population to improve on the 
results of 1986, when enumeration of Indians on a number of reserves proved 
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to be difficult or impossible. Finally, a paid advertising program was 
reintroduced to better inform the public about the Census and to alert all 
Canadians about its importance. Paid advertising was eliminated from the 
1986 Census program to cut costs.

Post-censal surveys 


The census serves to collect a wide range of information on the general 
population. A post-censal survey is a cost-effective means of surveying a 
specific population in an in- depth way not possible with a general census. 
Such a survey requires the census to locate the target population dispersed 
throughout the country. It is cost-effective because the census staff are still 
in place to conduct it, and the results can be processed at the same time as 
the census. 


Two post-censal surveys--one of aboriginal peoples and one of disabled 
persons--are planned for the weeks and months following the 1991 Census 
of Population. In 1990-91, planning for both of these important surveys 
continued. 


The survey of aboriginal peoples will be the first such survey ever 
attempted and will collect information on topics identified by aboriginal 
groups as being of particular importance to them--such as language and native 
traditions. As well, detailed information on employment, health status, 
mobility, education and housing will be collected. 


The survey of disabled persons is similar to the very successful Health and 
Activity Limitation Survey (HALS) undertaken in conjunction with the 1986 
Census. The 1991 survey will provide more current information and enable an 
assessment of changes since 1986 in the situation of disabled persons 
throughout Canada. 


Three health surveys undertaken 
In 1990-91, Statistics Canada carried out three special health surveys: 
the Ontario Health Survey, the Survey of Mental Health and the Health 


Promotion Survey. The information collected from all three will be used to 
plan, develop and target health programs. 
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The Ontario Health Survey--sponsored by the Ontario Ministry of Health-- 
covered some 20,000 households in Ontario. A comprehensive survey, it 
collected information on a wide range of health issues: legal and illicit drug 
use, dietary habits, mental health, the quality of family relationships, leisure 
activities and more. 


The Survey of Mental Health--sponsored by the Ontario Mental Health 
Foundation--was a supplement to the Ontario Health Survey. Covering more 
than 10,000 people in Ontario, it focused on mental health conditions and how 
they affect victims' lives. The survey collected information on a range of issues 
including schizophrenia, depression, mania, anorexia and anti-social 
behaviour. 


The Health Promotion Survey--sponsored by Health and Welfare Canada-- 
covered more than 13,000 people across Canada and it collected information on 
the knowledge, attitudes, beliefs, intentions and behaviour of Canadians ona 
range of health promotion issues, including sexually transmitted diseases and 
mental health. 


First-time publication of health indicators 


In recent years Statistics Canada has been working to produce a 
comprehensive compilation of health indicators to assist both the public and 
health professionals in understanding various aspects of health and health 
care. 


In 1990-91, the Agency realized this goal with the release of Health 
Indicators in both print and electronic form. 


Health Indicators features information on a wide variety of health related 
areas from smoking and lifestyle to the use of health care services by the 
population. 


In the years to come, this publication will be an important tool for studying 
the general health of Canadians and the effectiveness of the health care 
system. An updated compendium is scheduled for release in the 1991-92 fiscal 
year. 


Demographic report finds market 


First published in 1986, The Demographic Situation in Canada presents 
a wide range of demographic statistics and analytic reports--on topics such 
as fertility, mortality, immigration, population movements and more. Its 
popularity among demographers, researchers, students, and the media has 
prompted the Agency to publish it annually instead of every two years. An 
issue was published in 1990 and another is planned for every year thereafter. 


Payrolls survey revised 
Every month the Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) 
collects information from some 70,000 businesses on payroll expenditures. The 


data are used to calculate employment levels and average hourly and weekly 
earnings for specific industries--information of interest to unions and 
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management in both industry and government. The earnings data are also 
crucial components for calculating the Gross Domestic Product, the value of 
goods and services produced in the economy. 


After extensive field testing, an improved version of the survey was 
introduced in 1991, reducing the survey burden for about 90% of respondents. 


Improvements include a simpler form for the majority of respondents with 
small information reports, and a streamlined longer form for those with more 
complex information reports. 


Work on two crime surveys continues 


In 1990-91, there were important developments with respect to two 
surveys: the Uniform Crime Reporting Survey and the United Nations Crime 
Survey. 


The Uniform Crime Reporting Survey collects detailed information from 
law enforcement forces on reported crime across the country. This fiscal year, 
significant progress was made implementing a revised survey which collects a 
broader range of information to help police better understand the nature and 
extent of crime and the characteristics of suspects and victims. More complete 
statistics will allow for more comprehensive comparisons of crime among 
jurisdictions. 


Canada is one of several nations participating in the United Nations Crime 
Survey used to collect information for international comparisons. In the past, 
Statistics Canada has suggested improvements to the design and content of 
this survey. Many of these have been accepted by the United Nations and in 
1990-91 Statistics Canada was asked to play a leading role in redesigning the 
survey. 


Health and Education statistics a priority 


Increased attention on health and health care issues in Canada has 
underscored a critical information gap in these areas. Clearly, better 
information is needed for the policies and programs involved. To this end, the 
Agency is working with the health community and the government, academic, 
and private sectors to identify long-term health requirements and to develop 
proposals to address these needs. 


Work on compiling more comprehensive education information is also 
underway. Such information is necessary to support decision-making on 
education and training policies and programs needed to promote labour force 
productivity and competitiveness. Statistics Canada is working with the 
provincial ministries of education, education professionals, labour and 
business representatives and others to define their priority information 
requirements for this purpose. 


A successful step in the collaboration with the provinces was the 
publication in 1990-91 of A Statistical Portrait of Elementary and Secondary 
Education in Canada, which profiled elementary and secondary school 
education across Canada. During the fiscal year, a similar compendium 
on postsecondary education was being prepared for publication. 
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INFORMATICS AND METHODOLOGY 


K., activities in this field include the hosting of a successful course 
on census mapping and a symposium on data quality attended by some 
350 experts. In addition, the Agency conducted a survey on the movement 
of individuals in and out of low-income brackets and co-ordinated technical 
assistance to Eastern Europe. 


Understanding the "poverty trap" 


In 1990-91, the Agency--in co-operation with the Economic Council of 
Canada--completed a pilot study to track the movement of individuals in and 
out of low-income brackets. 


A longitudinal data base--a base tracking the activities of individuals and 
organizations over time--was constructed containing tax and social assistance 
records over a five-year period for two provinces--Quebec and Nova Scotia. 


Linking the records produced data allowing researchers a deeper 
understanding of movement into and out of low-income, and of how many and 
what type of people get caught in the so-called "poverty trap". Recognizing the 
sensitivity of the information studied, the Agency developed strict procedures 
protecting the privacy of those whose files were studied. 


Technical assistance program aids developing countries 


Statistics Canada's technical assistance program provides developing 
countries with help to build statistical capability. The program isrunona 
cost-recovery basis with funding from organizations such as the United 
Nations and the World bank. 


During the past year, assistance was provided to Eastern Europe for the 
first time. With funding from the Department of External Affairs, the Agency 
advised Hungarian officials on the management, the policies, and the legal 
basis of a national statistical system. Technical advice on constructing a 
register of businesses was also rendered. 


Other countries receiving assistance in 1990-91 include Senegal, 
Indonesia, Kenya, Uganda, Sri Lanka, and Pakistan. 


Software accepted internationally 


In 1990-91, the Agency continued to play a leading role in the development 
of data editing and data base management systems. 


Data editing software "cleans up" data, making sure it is correct and 
consistent. Data base management software organizes, manipulates, 
tabulates, and makes selections from the data in a database. 


Statistics Canada's editing software is used extensively in Latin America 
and the Caribbean, while its database management software is used 
worldwide. In addition, its software for seasonally adjusting time series data 
has won world-wide acceptance.

Symposia and special courses 


In 1990-91, the Agency hosted a three-day symposium on the measurement 
and improvement of data quality in the private and public sector. 


Some 350 experts in survey methodology from around the world gathered 
to discuss issues including quality control, quality management, and the 
measurement of data quality in surveys. Participants presented both 
traditional and novel approaches to data quality issues. 


Mapping course held 


With funding from the United Nations, the Agency hosted a five-week 
course on census mapping for 20 participants representing 18 African 
countries. 


Sharing expertise globally In 1990-91, Statistics Canada hosted a five-week course on census 
mapping. Participants represented 18 African countries. 


The course covered census mapping tasks, providing participants with 
valuable skills to apply to census activities in their home countries. 


Advances in the Generalized Survey System 


Work continued on the Generalized Survey System, standard software and 
methodologies that can be used and re-used on a range of surveys. 


This system will save valuable development resources--reducing the time, 
money and energy used to develop separate systems for each survey. As well, 
it will promote the use of the best survey methods. 


Currently under development are generalized modules for editing data, for 


selecting survey samples, for collecting and keying data, and for calculating 
estimates from surveys. 
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COMMUNICATIONS AND OPERATIONS 


Reece for producing and marketing Statistics Canada's 
information product line, this field posted major successes in 1990-91. Not only 
did publications continue to experience strong sales, but the Agency also won 
recognition for its marketing strategies. As well, the Agency succeeded in 
balancing publications costs with revenues. 


Publishing program breaks even 


In 1990-91, Statistics Canada achieved its goal of balancing publication 
costs with revenues. Publication costs--which include printing, composition, 
design, and marketing--totalled $7.4 million, and were matched by an equal 
amount of revenues. 


This break-even position was due to a number of factors including strong 
subscription sales; more aggressive marketing of quarterly, semi-annual and 
annual publications; better tailoring of products to user needs; and increased 
printing efficiencies. 


In 1990-91, the publishing program produced 280 titles.

A commitment to quality Statistics Canada's flagship publications combine readability with 
high-quality graphics and design. In 1990-91, flagship titles continued to garner high sales. 
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Marketing software and order processing system improved 


In 1990-91, the Agency updated its systems for processing publication 
orders and began using improved marketing software. 


New processing policies and computer hardware and software changes 
have reduced by more than half the time it takes to process an order-- 
drastically reducing the time users wait for the delivery of Agency 
publications. The new policies and changes have also led to more efficient 
practices for the collection of payments and overdue accounts, and for 
subscription renewals. 


The introduction of improved marketing software is providing authors 
with more timely information on the sales of and subscriptions to their 
publications. The delivery of more timely information allows authors to gauge 
the success and acceptance of their products and better tailor publications to 
suit the market. 


Publications continued selling well 


Statistics Canada's flagship publications--The Canadian Economic 
Observer and Canadian Social Trends--continued to sell strongly, despite the 
general economic recession experienced during the latter half of the fiscal year. 


The Economic Observer--an economic statistics journal--and Social 
Trends--a study of social statistics--both generated higher revenues in 1990-91 
than in 1989-90. 


Two relatively new publications, Perspectives on Labour and Income and 
Health Reports-- a compendium of health statistics--also had strong sales; in 
fact, revenues from the latter increased tenfold from the previous fiscal year. 


Other publications with strong sales in 1990-91 include Focus on Culture, 
Women in Canada, The Demographic Situation in Canada, The Market 
Research Handbook, Canada Year Book, Inter-Corporate Ownership and 
Canada: A Portrait. 


In 1990-91, Canada: A Portrait garnered more than high sales: the 
marketing of the book was recognized with the "Marketer of the Year Award," 
issued by the National Capital Chapter of the American Marketing 
Association. 
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And the winner is... Joan Tremblay, 
Statistics Canada's marketing co-ordinator, 
holds the 1990 Marketer of the Year Award 
won by herself and Ellen Henderson, then 
chief of compendia publications. The award, 
given by the National Capital Chapter of the 
American Marketing Association, went to 
Statistics Canada for the marketing of 
Canada: A Portrait. 


Two new CD-ROM products launched 


CD-ROM (compact disk, read-only memory) products store vast amounts 
of information at a relatively low cost and in a format usable with personal 
computers. In 1990-91, Statistics Canada launched two new products in the 
CD-ROM format--the 1991 CANSIM disk and the 1986 Census disk. 


The CANSIM disk contains about 170,000 of the most referenced time 
series--data on a given subject over time--of the CANSIM data base. The 
selected time series cover all aspects of the Canadian economy. The 1986 
Census disk contains a summary of the data collected from the 1986 Census 
for thousands of specified geographical areas. Both products feature built-in, 
easy-to-use directories. 


A range of other CD-ROM products incorporating other surveys and 
statistics are currently under development. 


School project to be expanded 


During the past year, 40 public schools across Canada had hook-ups to 
the Agency's public electronic data bank, CANSIM, and used the bank as a 
teaching aid. Using CANSIM with the Agency's Telichart software, students 
created easily understood graphs of CANSIM data--adding a new and exciting 
dimension to classroom assignments. 


The introduction of the 1991 CANSIM disk during this fiscal year will 
allow more schools to use CANSIM data. In 1991-92, the Agency will begin 
replacing telecommunications links to its existing network of schools with 
stand-alone computers using the 1991 CANSIM CD-ROM disk. More schools 
will be invited to use the stand-alone system in 1992-93. 
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Regional Operations geared up for Census 


Regional Operations collects data directly from Canadians for more than 
100 surveys and provides consultations for data users nationwide. 


In 1990-91, regional offices across the country were gearing up for the 1991 
Census of Population. More than 45,000 people were trained to conduct the 
Census, which is from a logistical point of view the largest peace-time 
operation in Canada. 


At the same time, Regional Operations processed a wide range of surveys 
requiring contacts--by mail, phone or personal visit--with some 2.5 million 
Canadians. In addition, $6.4 million in cost-recovery work was undertaken 
in the fiscal year. 


Regional Operations encompasses Advisory Services, which fields some 
400,000 inquiries annually through the Agency's 10 Regional Reference 
Centres. In 1990-91, Advisory Services also mounted a major public awareness 
campaign about the 1991 Census. As well, it conducted some 200 in-depth 
consultations with data users on the Agency's products and services.

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MANAGEMENT SERVICES 


7 ei Co of this field include the continuing success of the 
Corporate Assignment Program, the completion of several internal audits, 
ongoing work to eliminate paperwork within the Agency, and new initiatives 
to merge salary and non-salary budgets. 


Corporate assignment program flourishing 


Statistics Canada's successful Corporate Assignment Program has proven 
beneficial for both management and employees. The program allows 
employees the chance to gain new skills and experience through short-term 
postings--from a few months to two years-- within the Agency, other 
government departments, or the private sector. As well, workers in other 
departments and in the private sector are encouraged to take short-term 
postings at the Agency. 


Government employees participating in the program tend to have a high 
promotion rate, while managers benefit by being able to obtain qualified short- 
term staff quickly. Over 2,000 assignments have been arranged through the 
program and in 1990-91 there were over 400 assignments--a record. 


Internal audits improving Agency efficiency 


Statistics Canada regularly audits its operations and systems, looking for 
ways to make them more efficient. 


For many years, a thematic approach to auditing has been taken. That 
means auditors do not focus on one division or organizational unit within the 
Agency--instead, they scrutinize common activities running across several 
divisions or organizational units, such as marketing operations, security 
arrangements, and project management. 


These internal audits have proven effective at identifying and promoting 
the best practices. Audits of the Agency's use of microcomputers, data security 
arrangements, census and Atlantic regional operations were conducted in 
1990-91. Audits planned for 1991-92 include another census audit and an 
ongoing audit of marketing operations. 


Authority delegation enhanced 


During the fiscal year, the Agency moved to give more authority to senior 
managers to choose staff, set salaries and control budgets. 


Previously, job qualifications and staff selections were authorized by 
personnel officers; managers had to abide by these prescriptions when choosing 
a candidate for a job opening. Now, personnel officers serve more in an 
advisory role and authorized managers are responsible for job classification 
decisions. 
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Work also ontinued on a framework to fully decentralize the management 
of salary and non-salary budgets. Currently, these budgets are separate and 
monies earmarked for salaries cannot be used for non-salary purchases such as 
computers--and vice versa. The planned merger of these two budgets will give 
managers more say and flexibility to direct money where it is most needed. 


Move to paperless operations continues 


Statistics Canada is always looking for ways to boost efficiency by 
eliminating paperwork within the Agency. In 1990-91, work focused on 
automating two major corporate procedures: time reporting and the requisition 
of goods and services. 


In time reporting, employees fill out Management, Accounting and Report 
System (MARS) forms to record how much time is assigned to specific activities 
or projects. In 1990-91, a prototype "stand-alone" system was successfully 
tested that eliminates the paperwork by allowing employees to enter time 
reports directly onto a computer screen. Testing of a local area network (LAN) 
prototype is planned for 1991-92. Following the testing of the LAN prototype, 
both systems will be installed where applicable during 1991-92 and 1992- 93. 


Requisition of goods and services from external parties also requires 
considerable paperwork. In 1990-91, work continued on an "electronic form" 
system to replace paper requisition forms. 


Automating these two procedures will save time and transcription costs 
and will mean a faster fulfilment of requisitions. 


Development course strengthens survey skills 


As part of its commitment to employee development, Statistics Canada 
initiated a survey training course for new officers at the entry-level. Held 
in the fall of 1990, the six-week course promoted the policies, issues, and 
complexities of a statistical survey. Participants benefited by gaining hands- 
on experience in all survey aspects--survey design, household interviews, data 
processing and review, report-writing and more. 


The knowledge and training gained by the participants can be applied 
within all the major survey-taking areas of the Agency. 


Recruiting strategy a success 


In the past, divisions with employment vacancies were responsible for 
finding qualified candidates on an ad hoc basis. To optimize its recruiting 
opportunities, the Agency recently adopted an aggressive approach to finding 
candidates. All anticipated job openings at the professional level are pooled. 
Then a team of directors makes regular visits to universities in search of 
quality graduates to fill these job openings throughout the Agency. In the last 
few years, the quality of new recruits has been impressive--and this trend is 
expected to continue.

ADVISORY GROUPS 


Lis National Statistics Council, the Federal-Provincial Consultative 
Council on Statistical Policy, a network of advisory committees and specialized 
federal-provincial committees provide Statistics Canada with informed 
consultation and feedback on the Agency's statistical programs. Experts 
and professionals from the councils and the committees meet regularly with 
Statistics Canada representatives to exchange views. Through this dialogue, 
the Agency benefits from the advice and expertise of external parties. 


The National Statistics Council--now in its fifth year of operation-- 
represents a wide spectrum of data users. It offers advice to the Chief 
Statistician on the future direction and development of the Agency's programs. 
Members of the council are appointed to three-year terms by the minister 
responsible for Statistics Canada.
